Parents  and  friends,  today  I am  going  to  review  for  you  and  my  class- 
mates the  history  of  our  four  years  at  Melrose  High  School.  We  have,  in 
those  years,  not  only  acquired  the  knowledge  we  shall  need  in  our  future 
lives,  but  we  have  also  had  a great  deal  of  fun  participating  in  the  school 
activities.  We  know  that  these  years  have  helped  to  prepare  us  for  the  tasks 
we  have  yet  to  face,  and  we  all  have  a feeling  of  satisfaction  for  having  made 
the  most  of  our  opportunities  during  this  time. 

With  Mr.  Wilder  as  the  new  principal,  we  began  our  high  school  life  in 
September,  1942.  We  no  doubt  gave  many  headaches  to  the  teachers  who 
guided  us  that  year,  but  we  soon  realized  that  we  had  to  take  our  work  seri- 
ously. Two  organizations  were  formed  in  1942.  One,  the  Student  Advisory 
Council,  was  organized  so  as  to  bring  about  better  cooperation  and  under- 
standing between  the  administration  and  the  students.  This  group  is  com- 
posed of  the  class  officers  and  two  representatives  from  each  class.  Our 
choices  that  year  were  Jean  Knittel  and  Irene  O’Keefe.  The  other  new  group, 
the  War  Stamp  Council,  made  it  possible  for  the  students  to  make  a,  great 
contribution  to  the  war  effort  through  the  purchase  of  War  Bonds  and 
Stamps  at  the  school.  In  athletics,  Dave  Gavin  took  complete  charge  of  the 
football  team.  Alden  Murphy  seemed  destined  for  a berth  on  the  squad.  Carl 
Marshall  and  Allen  Mapes  were  promising  candidates  for  future  basketball 
teams. 

After  a refreshing  vacation,  we  began  our  Sophomore  year  by  holding 
our  first  class  elections  of  officers.  We  chose  Dirk  Romeyn,  President;  Em- 
ily Ann  Pollard,  Vice-President;  Beverlie  Benson,  Secretary;  and  Marilyn 
Moody,  Treasurer.  Along  with  these  officers  we  were  represented  on  the 
Student  Council  by  Alden  Murphy  and  Janet  Hutchins.  The  members  of  the 
War  Stamp  Council  from  our  class  were  John  Mahoney,  Beverlie  Benson, 
and  Roger  Brand. 

Looking  in  on  the  sports  season,  we  find  that  Dave  Gavin  produced  an- 
other championship  football  club  as  Melrose  had  an  undefeated,  untied  sea- 
son, finishing  second  in  Class  A.  Alden  Murphy,  Tom  Emerson,  and  Bert 
Rathburn  represented  our  class  on  the  team.  Carl  Marshall  was  a member  of 
the  cross-country  team,  coached  by  “Doc”  Clark ; and  Barb  Eldredge  earned 
a position  on  the  girls’  basketball  squad. 

The  Masque  & Wig  Society  produced  June  Mad,  a colorful  play  in  which 
Beverlie  Benson,  Stella  Wright,  Jane  Knight,  and  Alan  Cuthbertson  took 
part. 


In  the  fall  of  1944  we  entered  our  Junior  year.  Those  chosen  to  lead  our 
class  were  Alden  Murphy,  President;  Dick  Hallahan,  \ ice-Presdient ; 1 rank 
Dickinson,  Clerk  of  Records;  and  Marilyn  Moody,  Banker.  Carol  Joyce  and 
Norman  Guild  were  elected  to  tend  to  our  governmental  affairs  on  the  Stu- 
dent Council,  and  Milton  Boyle  assisted  last  year’s  members  of  the  War 
Stamp  Council  in  helping  the  school  to  attain  90%  or  better  each  month  in 
the  sale  of  War  Bonds  and  Stamps. 

This  year  the  football  team  had  an  even-up  season,  winning  5 and  losing 
5.  In  addition  to  those  members  of  our  class  on  last  year’s  team,  the  new 
players  were  guard  Victor  Wells  and  pass-snatcher  Jimmy  White.  The  hoc- 
key team  placed  third  in  the  G.  B.  I.  League,  with  Jim  Gubbins  and  Ed 
Lloyd  doing  their  share  of  the  work.  Entering  the  Middlesex  League  this 
year,  the  basketball  team,  under  the  expert  tutelage  of  Doc,  took  third  place. 
Carl  Marshall  and  A1  Mapes  again  represented  the  Class  of  ’46  on  the 
squad.  Carl  also  helped  the  cross-country  team  capture  the  State  Champion- 
ship for  the  third  consecutive  year. 

The  baseball  team  had  a fair  year,  but  new  players  filled  most  of  the 
positions.  On  this  team  were  Charlie  Lucas,  Bill  Miller,  A1  Mapes,  Milton 
Boyle,  El  Lloyd,  and  Claude  Ellis.  Not  to  be  outdone  by  the  boys,  the  girls 
placed  Barb  Eldredge  on  the  basketball  squad,  and  Janet  Murray,  Nancy 
Nespor,  and  Nancy  Murray  played  their  way  on  to  the  field  hockey  team. 

In  entertainment,  the  Masque  & Wig  presented  The  S'unshine  Twins,  in 
which  Alan  Cuthbertson,  Beverlie  Benson,  and  Jane  Knight  again  took  part. 

Every  year  the  outstanding  student  in  United  States  History  is  awarded 
the  Washington-Franklin  Medal  as  a recognition  of  his  acheivements.  In  June, 
1945,  Carl  Marshall  received  this  honor. 

Finally  we  began  our  last  year.  Peace  had  again  come  to  the  world,  and 
fortunately  our  ranks  had  not  felt  the  effects  of  the  war  as  those  of  pre- 
ceding classes  had.  We  again  returned  to  normalcy. 

We  elected  Tom  Emerson  President  of  our  class;  Jim  Gubbins  was  elec- 
ted Vice-President;  Marilyn  Moody,  Secretary,  her  third  consecutive  year 
as  a class  officer.  I,  somehow,  was  given  charge  of  the  class  funds.  Bill 
Woodward  and  Virginia  Esty  were  our  representatives  on  the  Student  Ad- 
visory Council.  Bill  has  also  been  the  able  President  of  Hi-Y  for  the  past 
year,  and  Martha  Walters  headed  the  Girls’  Club.  Last  year’s  members  re- 
turned to  the  War  Stamp  Council  this  year. 

This  year  Doc’s  cross-country  team  took  second  place  in  the  State  meet, 
led  by  Paul  Mosier,  Carl  Marshall,  Robin  White,  and  Arnold  Pack.  The 
basketball  team  enjoyed  one  of  its  most  successful  seasons,  and  interest  in 
this  sport  really  came  into  its  own.  Art  Harris,  Sumner  Torrey,  Milton 
Boyle,  Don  Warner,  and  Bill  Miller  helped  last  year’s  members  in  gaining 


third  place  in  the  Middlesex  League.  Although  the  team  was  nosed  out  of  a 
bid  for  competition  in  the  Tech  Tournament,  they  had  a grand  week-end  at 
Amherst,  Massachusetts,  where  they  played  an  invitation  game  with  Ludlow 
High  School  in  the  Western  Massachusetts  Small  Schools  Basketball  Tour- 
ney. Melrose  won,  40-34. 

Captained  by  Alden  Murphy,  the  football  team  had  another  good  year, 
finishing  high  in  Class  A.  In  addition  to  the  spectacular  running  of  Tom 
Emerson,  Bert  Rathbum,  Jim  White,  Vic  Wells,  and  Lou  Sehlaufman  all 
did  a fine  job  on  the  field. 

The  girls  from  the  class  turned  out  in  strength  on  the  field  hockey  and 
basketball  team  this  year.  On  the  field  hockey  team  were  Barb  Eldredge, 
Nancy  Murray,  Nancy  Nespor,  Elaine  Mitchell,  Phyllis  Shattuck,  Barbara 
Clark,  Martha  Walters,  Phyllis  Van  Wart,  Marilyn  Pierce,  Emily  Ann  Pol- 
lard, Lucy  Pickett,  Janet  Murray,  Marilyn  Joy,  and  Nancy  Dale.  Those  on 
the  basketball  squad  included  Nancy  Murray,  Barb  Eldredge,  Polly  Page, 
Nancy  Lavendar,  Nancy  Nespor,  Jean  Clark,  Irene  Mackenzie,  Phyllis  Shat- 
tuck, and  Martha  Walters. 

The  Middlesex  Baseball  League  welcomed  Melrose  as  a member  this  sea- 
son. A1  Mapes,  Charlie  Lucas,  Bill  Miller,  Milt  Boyle,  Lou  Sehlaufman,  Ed 
Lloyd,  Claude  Ellis,  and  Sumner  Torrey  made  the  team. 

The  Masque  & Wig  Society  produced  the  play  I Had  Five  Daughters  for 
their  annual  presentation.  Beverlie  Benson,  Betsey  Anne  Snow,  and  Chester 
Brigham  helped  to  make  it  a big  success.  The  concert  this  year  culminated 
the  twelfth  successful  season  of  the  Melrose  High  School  Band,  led  by  Miss 
Mont.  One  of  the  outstanding  musicians  participating  in  this  event  was  Carol 
Joyce.  Known  for  her  excellent  ability  at  the  piano,  Carol’s  appearances  on 
this  stage  in  the  past  few  years  have  been  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  the  faculty 
and  the  students. 


Don  Newcombe,  as  editor-in-chief  of  the  Log,  Bill  Woodward  as  business 
manager,  and  Nancy  Bissell  as  art  editor  have  made  our  Log  one  of  the 
best.  It  embodies  the  school  life  of  our  class.  To  them  we  extend  a word  of 
praise  and  appreciation.

CAPITAL  AND  LABOR  AT  THE  CROSSROADS 

Four  years  ago  post-war  planners  were  already  engaged  in  proposing  and 
blue-printing  programs  of  llabor  relations  for  peacetime  use.  Now,  in  the 
midst  of  industrial  turmoil,  little  is  heard  of  those  model  plans.  With  the 
close  of  the  most  terrible  war  in  all  history,  the  nation  faces  the  same  un- 
certainty that  followed  the  end  of  the  American  Revolution.  As  drought  was 
the  scourge  of  the  farmer  then,  depression  is  the  plague  of  labor  at  the 
present  time.  The  task  ahead  is  a difficult  one  — that  of  reexamining  the 
circle  of  human  affairs  and  redefining  the  privileges  and  duties  of  the  in- 
dividual, of  government,  of  management,  and  of  labor.  As  once  the  American 
people  decided  to  surrender  some  sovereign  rights  i to  central  authority  and 
to  retain  others,  it  must  now  surrender  certain  economic  powers  and  with- 
hold others.  Continued  failure  to  face  these  problems  can  lead  only  to  chaos 
in  which  the  stale,  to  end  the  unendurable  conflict,  becomes  the  master  of 
all. 

In  the  course  of  events,  where  men  and  women  are  engaged  in  everyday 
work  in  industrial  plants,  dissatisfaction  over  wages  and  working  conditions 
cause  rebellion.  Those  in  charge  of  employment  also  find  themselves  dis- 
satisfied with  results  obtained  by  those  workers. 

Ever  since  the  parade  of  strikes  began  late  last  year,  propaganda  has  had 
top  priority  in  the  arsenals  of  industry  and  unions.  Both  sides  have  been 
talking  — and  advertising  — in  a way  that  bespeaks  great  faith  in  the  per- 
suasive powers  of  newsprint  and  the  judicial  capacity  of  the  audience.  Ob- 
viously the  war  of  paid  propaganda  has  been  fairly  one-sided.  Industry  com- 
mands most  of  the  heavy  artillery.  But  if  labor  unions  do  not  have  the  fin- 
ancial means  available  to  management,  at  least  they  know  how  to  publicize 
their  underdog  plight  and  make  “poverty”  a virtue. 

Both  management  and  labor  are  prone  to  forget,  in  the  heat  of  such  con- 
troversy, that  they  are  not  isolated  groups,  but  are  important  members  of 
the  United  States  of  America,,  and  that  their  feverish  condition  affects 


the  entire  body  of  American  citizens.  It  is  ominous  to  note  that,  like  a creep- 
ing paralysis,  industries  all  over  the  country  are  closing  their  doors.  Here  is 
a threat  indeed  to  the  welfare  of  America. 

The  most  logical  and  probable  solution  to  the  issue  which  is  pressing  the 
nation  at  the  present  time  is  to  resort  to  compulsory  arbitration  — that  is, 
to  submit  all:  grievances  and  labor  disputes  to  a board  under  governmental 
auspices.  There  is  no  question  that  both  sides,  labor  and  capital,  will  have 
to  compromise  if  this  problem  is  to  be  solved.  In  order  to  settle  or  adjust 
labor-management  grievances,  a means  must  be  provided  for  considering  all 
sides  of  a question  in  an  effort  to  establish  the  truth  and  correct  the  cause 
whenever  it  is  thought  that  grievances  exist.  Arbitration  boards  designed  to 
consider  the  claims  of  labor  and  management  would  of  necessity  have  to  be 
presided  over  by  men  whose  characters  and  reputations  are  above  reproach. 
In  order  to-  qualify  as  unbiased,  their  records  should  be  such  that  they  could 
not  be  considered  either  pro-labor  or  pro-management.  The  appointments 
to  these  positions  should  be  lifted  out  of  the  realm  of  politics.  Such  a solu- 
tion through  voluntary  arbitration  is  the  one  most  in  harmony  with  our  Am- 
erican tradition  and  way  of  life. 

Let  us  face  the  fact,  however,  that  if  some  of  our  leaders  of  labor  be  not 
curbed,  they  may,  conceivably,  wreck  industry,  destroy  the  capitalistic  sys- 
tem, and  change  our  form  of  government.  Experience  has  shown  that  a com- 
plete respect  for  the  rights  of  both  management  and  labor  is  fundamental 
and  necessary.  Each  possesses  moral  and  legal  rights  which  should  be  relig- 
iously safeguarded.  The  right  of  management  to  manage  should  be  respected 
-and  protected,  and  the  right  of  labor  to  organize  into  unions  , of  its  own 
choosing  should  be  recognized.  Owners  and  management  of  industry  shall  be 
free  to  invest,  risk,  and  manage  property,  and  labor  shall  be  free  to  organize, 
to  act  collectively,  and  speak  collectively.  This  means  free  industry  and  free 
labor. 

It  is  the  solemn  duty  of  industrial  management  to  maintain  a conciliatory 
attitude  in  the  settlement  and  adjustment  of  industrial  disputies  which  arise 
from  time  to  time.  The  avoidance  of  a superior  or  dictatorial  attitude  should 
characterize  the  conduct  of  a successful  industrial  manager.  He,  together 
with  the  representatives  of  labor,  through  the  exercise  of  patience,  good 
judgment,  and  tolerance  must  find  a solution  for  these  vexing  problems.  If 
our  freedom  is  to  be  preserved,  these  problems  can  be  solved  only  through 
real  cooperation,  carried  forward  in  a genuine  spirit  of  self-restraint  and 
mutual  understanding.  There  must  bo  a much  greater  degree  of  cooperation 
between  capital  and  labor  if  we  are  to  secure  the  benefits  resulting  from  in- 
creased production. 

A governor  of  Massachusetts  once  said : ‘“There  exists  no  right  anywhere, 
any  time,  to  strike  against  the  public  welfare”.  That  assertion  is  generally 
quoted  with  approval.  Is  it  valid  or  invalid?  Obviously  we  have  here  a threat, 
not  merely  to  public  welfare,  but  to  the  very  life  of  the  country.  Can’t  these 
people,  capital  and  labor,  see  what  they  are  doing?  The  pressure  of  public 


opinion  will  compel  drastic  government  action.  We  shall  have  legislation  to 
enforce  arbitration.  That  kind  of  legislation  will  mean  that  the  right  to 
strike  will  be  mitigated  or  abolished.  It  will  mean  that  the  right  of  owner- 
ship will  be  curtailed  or  abolished. 

Such  an  eventuality  must  not  be  allowed  to  occur.  Compulsory  arbitration 
is  repugnant  to  the  American  concept  of  individual  freedom.  And  yet,  if 
capital  and  labor  continue  to  flout  so  flagrantly  the  public  welfare,  com- 
pulsory arbitration  by  legislation  must  be  adoped  as  the  means  by  which 
our  economic  system  may  be  preserved.  But  there  is  grave  danger  here  that 
the  cure  may  be  worse  than  the  disease,  that  in  seeking  to  avoid  the  Seylla 
of  strikes  we  founder  upon  the  Charybdis  of  dictatorship.  Capital  and  labor 
must  not  be  deaf  to  the  demands  of  aroused  public  opinion  that  they  reconcile 
their  differences  in  the  cooperative,  democratic  way,  lest  in  their  selfish 
greed  they  destroy  not  only  the  prosperity  which  makes  America  the  envy 
of  the  world,  but  also  the  democratic  way  of  life  under  which  free  men  have 
built  that  prosperity. 


THE  AMERICAN  YOUTH  HOSTELS

There  is  a greater  need  in  this  country  now  than  at  any  other  time  in  our 
history  for  insuring  the  health  and  happiness  of  our  youth.  The  painful  real- 
ities of  war  have  forced  upon  us  the  realization  of  the  necessity  for  the 
physical,  mental,  and  spiritual  development  of  the  rising  generation.  The 
youth  of  America  need  something  to  which  they  can  turn  in  a desire  for  self- 
improvement  and  healthful  relaxation.  For  them,  the  American  Youth  Hostel 
Association  pledges  to  “help  all,  especially  young  people,  to  a better  know- 
ledge, understanding,  and  love  of  the  world  by  providing  them  with  youth 
hostels”. 

A youth  hostel,  in  the  strict  sense  of  the  word,  is  a building  or  dwelling- 
place  which  accomodates  people  inexpensively  overnight.  The  hostel  means 
much  more  than  that,  however,  to  the  thousands  of  youth  hostelers  through- 
out the  world.  It  is  the  goal  at  the  end  of  each  day  of  walking  or  bicycling. 
It  is  a taste  of  home,  no  matter  how  brief,  to  weary  hostelers.  In  many  parts 
of  the  United  States  these  hostels  are  found  grouped  in  networks  or  loops, 
so  that  a person  may  start  anywhere  and  complete  the  circuit  without  re- 
tracing his  steps. 

Almost  any  season  of  the  year  finds  some  hostelers  on  their  way.  The  Na- 
tional Headquarters  at  Northfield,  Massachusetts,  plans  trips  which  take 
from  a few  days  to  a month  or  more. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  of  their  trips  is  the  one  across  continental 
United  States.  The  Youth  Hostel  Association  rents  several  Pullman  cars, 
which  are  attached  to  a transcontinental  train.  At  fifteen  or  more  places  a- 
long  the  way  these  cars  are  released  from  the  train  and  left  on  a side  track. 
The  hostelers,  equipped  with  their  bicycles  which  were  stored  on  the  cars, 
then  set  off  for  a week’s  journey  to  explore  a different  state,  a national 
park,  or  places  of  interest  by  way  of  the  hostels.  When  they  return  to  their 
Pullman  cars,  another  transcontinental  train  is  ready  to  pick  them  up  and 
take  them  a little  farther  on  their  way. 

Other  unusual  expeditions  which  the  A.  Y.  H.  sponsors  include  trips  to 
Mexico,  South  America,  and  Canada.  The  American  Youth  Hostel  Associa- 
tion is  already  planning  to  send  hostelers  to  Europe  this  summer.  They  will 
join  English  hostelers,  and,  carrying  their  own  food  and  supplies,  will  travel 
through  several  European  countries,  helping  to  rebuild  hostels  and  public 
buildings. 


In  our  own  country  thousands  annually  patronize  the  more  than  three 
hundred  hostels.  The  only  requirement  is  that  one  be  traveling  by  foot,  bi- 
cycle, boat,  horseback,  or  skis.  No  motorists  or  hitchhikers  are  admitted.  Each 
hostel  is  under  the  supervision  of  a house  mother  and  father.  Hostelers  cook 
their  own  meals  and  clean  their  rooms  when  they  leave. 

The  idea  of  hosteling  was  originated  by  Robert  Shirrmann,  a European 
school  teacher,  in  the  year  1910.  He  had  taken  some  of  his  pupils  on  weekend 
trips  to  the  country.  The  young  people  enjoyed  these  trips  so  much  that  he 
decided  to  extend  thenii.  During  the  summer  months  he  obtained  the  use  of 
several  school  buildings,  which  served  as  the  first  youth  hostels. 

Simplicity  is  the  keynote  in  hosteling.  Living  out  of  doors,  the  hostelers 
soon  develop  a desire  for  clean,  companionable,  wholesome  living.  Hosteling 
provides  youth  with  an  ideal  outlet  for  energy.  What  we  do  with  our  leisure 
time  will  determine  to  no*  small  extent  our  outlook  on  life.  There  are  many 
cases  on  record  of  young  people  who,  left  with  too  much  leisure,  fall  into 
idleness  and  even  crime.  There  is  real  merit  to  the  American  Youth  Hostel 
claim  that  “hostels  are  a splendid  weapon  with  which  to  combat  juvenile  de- 
linquency”. 

Hosteling  engenders  in  youth  self-reliance  and  dependability.  It  tends  to 
develop  character  and  make  well-rounded  ^personalities.  Hostelers  learn  to 
evaluate  properly  their  experiences  in  life  and  to  see  tilings  as  they  really 
are.  This  type  of  companionship  tends  to  combat  bigotry,  conventionalities, 
and  frivolities  and  give  to  youth  a glimpse  of  the  “basic  certainties  of  life”. 
Hostelers  are,  for  the  most  part,  sincere,  unaffected,  and  friendly.  It  has 
been  said  that  “the  more  one  travels,  the  better  citizen  he  becomes,  not  only 
of  his  own  country  but  of  the  world.” 

America  needs  citizens  who  are  physically  well  in  order  to  be  mentally 
alert.  Hosteling  answers  a great  need,  in  this  country,  for  the  profitable  en- 
joyment of  our  leisure  time. 

Because  the  youth  hostel  association  is  international  in  scope,  it  also  serves 
the  purpose  of  bringing  together  the  youth  of  different  countries.  What 
better  way  is  there  to  bring  about  understanding  between  people  of  different 
nations  than  through  the  common  enjoyment  of  travel ! Here  is  certainly  one 
important  way  of  spreading  world  friendship. 

Hosteling  is  still  in  its  infancy  in  America,  but  it  will  continue  to  grow 
and  spread  as  long  as  there  are  people  who  love  adventure  and  who  enjoy 
the  beauty  of  nature.  In  the  words  of  Leiber  H.  Weir:  “Hosteling  provides 
for  every  youth  who  takes  the  trail  the  thrill  of  chasing  the  mysterious  un- 
known. Not  infrequently  he  will  find  his  own  soul”.

EDUCATION  FOR  A BETTER  WORLD 
Beverly  A.  Shaw 

Youth  is  the  time  when  the  character  is  being-  moulded  and  is  receptive  to 
impression.  Is  it  therefore  a time  to  allow  our  children  to  be  educated  in 
such  a way  that  they  will,  go  forth  into  a complex  society  .with  an  unsettled 
outlook  and  minds  incapable  of  forming  sound  opinions  and  ideas*?  Is  it 
a time  to  ignore  the  fact  that  education,  a great  instrument  of  American 
democracy,  can  both  shape  the  future  and  secure  the  foundations  of  our 
free  society? 

This  is  the  question  that  recently  prompted  one  of  the  most  significant 
contributions  toward  the  improvement  of  education  in  the  United  States. 
It  is  known  as  the  Report  of  the  Harvard  Committee  and  is  the  result  of 
three  years  of  investigation  by  the  committee  in  an  attempt  to  evolve  a 
system  of  education  which  will  more  successfully  prepare  youth  for  life  in 
a free  society.  After  a detailed  study  of  the  progress  of  education  in  the 
past,  the  committee  was  able  to  develop  a plan  which  will  undoubtedly  have 
great  influence  upon  education  in  the  United  States  for  years  to  come. 

As  recently  as  the  middle  of  the  last  century,  high-school  education  con- 
sisted exclusively  of  college  preparatory  courses.  The  curriculum  in  all  sec- 
ondary institutions  was  rigid  and  narrow.  A typical,  undeviating  course 
included  such  subjects  as  advanced  mathematics,  languages,  philosophy,  his- 
tory, rhetoric,  and  Christian  ethics.  This  limited  scope  of  instruction  suffic- 
iently served  its  purpose  in  preparing  the  children  of  a few  well-to-do  fam- 
ilies for  learned  professions. 

At  the  turn  of  the  century  the  increase  in  population,  and  the  industrial- 
ization of  the  United  States  brought  about  drastic  changes  in  American 
society.  In  this  age  of  industry  and  progress,  not  only  more  schools  were 
needed,  but  a new  kind  of  school  and  college  became  necessary.  A completely 
different  plan  of  education  known  as  the  elective  system  was  inaugurated 
by  President  Charles  Eliot  of  Harvard,  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  stu- 
dents of  widely  varied  interests  and  abilities.  This  system  quickly  made  its 
influence  felt  in  secondary  education.  It  allowed  a high  school  student  to 
choose  the  subjects  and  courses  of  study  which  best  prepared  him  not  for 
college,  but  for  the  immediate  future.  A more  functional  adaptation  of  the 
older  plan  of  instruction  included  manual  training,  business  training,  mech- 
anical and  agricultural  training,  and  courses  in  health  and  home  economics. 
The  diverse  instruction  of  the  high  school  became  a reflection  of  the  diversity 
of  our  society. 

As  a result  of  the  adoption  of  the  elective  system  as  our  educational  plan, 
there  developed  in  America’s  high  schools  and  colleges  a tendency  toward 
specialization.  That  is  to  say,  the  typical  high  school  and  particularly  the 


college  student  began  to  focus  his  interest  upon  one  field  of  study.  He  for- 
mulated his  courses  so  that  they  included  only  subjects  which  closely  per- 
tained to  his  own  special  interest.  He  dangerously  narrowed  his  mental  devel- 
opment and  general  outlook. 

The  fact  that  this  tendency  still  prevails  in  the  high  schools  of  the  West 
and  in  many  of  the  colleges  throughout  the  nation  is  of  definite  concern.  Ed- 
ucators realize  how  dangerous  it  would  be  if  youth,  the  hope  of  our  democ- 
racy, were  allowed  to  continue  in  this  pattern  of  specialization,  to  proceed 
with  their  highly  concentrated  training,  and  to  confine  their  thinking  to  one 
particular  interest.  They  foresee  a future  of  fantastic  scientific  progress  un- 
controlled and  undirected  by  an  awareness  of  humanity  and  an  appreciation 
of  its  needs.  It  is  obvious  that  the  only  means  of  preventing  this  menace  is 
an  attempt  to  integrate  general  culture  with  specialized  education.  These  are 
Ihe  specifications  upon  which  the  theory  of  general  education  in  a free  so- 
ciety will  build  a concrete  structure,  an  efficient,  smoothly  functioning  sys- 
tem of  education. 

What  then  is  this  theory  which  will  solve  the  problem  of  education?  It  is 
simply  that  there  shall  be  equal  emphasis  upon  cultural  training  and  special- 
ized education.  There  shall  be  definite  attention  given  to  that  part  of  educa- 
tion which  makes  a responsible  human  being  and  citizen  of  the  student. 
There  shall  not  be  a neglect  of  the  training  which  fits  him  for  those  common 
spheres  that  are  his  heritage  as  an  heir  of  a traditional  culture.  At  the  same 
time  the  sudent  shall  be  allowed  to  progress  with  the  remaining  part  of  his 
education  which  establishes  his  competence  in  some  occupation  or  in  some 
particular  function  in  life. 

The  heart  of  this  whole  problem  of  general  education  is  the  continuance 
of  the  liberal  and  humane  tradition.  Neither  the  mere  acquisition  of  infor- 
mation nor  the  development  of  special  skills  and  talents  can  give  the  broad 
basis  of  understanding  which  is  essential  if  our  citizenship  is  to  be  preser- 
ved. No  one  wishes  to  disparage  the  importance  of  being  “well  informed”. 
But  even  a good  grounding  in  mathematics  and  the  physical  and  biological 
sciences,  combined  with  an  ability  to  read  and  write  several  foreign  languages 
does  not  provide  a sufficient  educational  background  for  citizens  of  a free 
nation.  For  such  a program  lacks  contact  both  with  man’s  emotional  exper- 
ience as  a gregarious  animal.  It  includes  little  of  what  was  once  called  “the 
wisdom  of  the  ages”,  and  today  is  known  as  “our  cultural  pattern”.  It  in- 
cludes no  history,  no  art,  no  literature,  no  philosophy.  Unless  the  educational 
process  contains  at  each  level  of  maturity  some  continuing  connection  with 
the  fields  in  which  value  judgments  are  of  prime  importance,  it  fails  to 
fulfill  its  purpose.  The  student  in  high  school  and  in  college  must  be  con- 
cerned, in  part  at  least,  with  the  words  “right”  and  “wrong”  in  both  the 
ethical  and  mathematical  sense.  Unless  he  feels  the  import  of  those  general 
ideas  and  aspirations  which  have  been  a deep  moving  force  in  the  lives  of 
men  he  runs  the  risk  of  seeing  life  through  a distorting  lens. 

Specifically,  the  means  of  infusing  into  youth  an  appreciation  of  their 
racial  heritage  and  their  responsibility  toward  society  is  a,  thorough  study 


of  the  humanities,  including  English  literature,  the  fine  arts,  social  studies, 
history,  mathematics  and  science. 

The  story  of  the  humanities  is  a study  of  the  knowledge  of  the  past.  Such 
a study  fulfills  the  aim  of  general  education,  in  that  it  acquaints  the  student 
with  the  emotional  and  social  nature  of  man.  By  sharing  in  the  emotional 
and  social  experiences  of  man  through  the  ages,  the  student  comes  to  under- 
stand himself  and  his  relation  to  the  world  in  which  he  lives  more  c-learlv. 
From  a study  of  the  humanities  the  student  gains  insight  into  the  ways  in 
which  he  can  triumph  over  adversity,  solve  life’s  problems  and  help  to 
avoid  the  common  pitfalls  of  society.  A study  of  the  past  shows  the  effect 
of  scientific  progress  upon  the  individual  and  upon  the  world.  An  awareness 
of  the  past  will  guide  his  efforts  in  the  future  and  prevent  him  from  using 
his  own  powers  and  the  forces  in  nature  to  bring  about  situations  dangerous 
to  society. 

The  question,  therefore,  which  general  education  attempts  to  answer  is  not 
whether  we  shall  have  more  and  greater  atomic  bombs,  but  whether  we  can 
reconstruct  society  so  that  atomic  bombs  need  not  be  used.  We  have  had  our 
fill  of  specialization.  What  we  need  now  is  wisdom  to  chart  the  future  by 
taking  our  bearings  from  the  past.

Our  graduation  this  evening  marks  the  end  of  four  memorable  years 
at  Melrose  High  School,  years  which  have  well  prepared  us  for  our  chosen 
tasks.

From  our  first  momentous  day  at  Melrose  High  as  freshmen,  we  have  been 
surrounded  by  every  advantage  of  scholastic  and  moral  achievement.  We  have 
been  guided  along  the  paths  of  knowledge  by  teachers  whose  only  concern 
has  hecn  for  our  welfare  and  advancement.  For  all  the  valuable  training  and 
instruction  the  past  four  years  have  brought  us,  we  are  truly  grateful. 

Let  us  be  equally  grateful  that  we  are  the  first  graduating  class  in  five 
years  which  will  be  free  from  the  call  of  military  service  and  from  wartime 
restrictions.  Let  us  appreciate  and  use  wisely  the  privilege  of  planning  our 
own  futures,  which  peace  has  restored  to  us. 

As  we  go  forth  into  today’s  world  of  unlimited  opportunity,  we  shall  try 
to  live  up  to  the  standards  we  have  attained  here,  and  always  be  of  credit 
to  Melrose  High  School.
